Two million v otes wou ld top by 
nearly 40,000 the 19 42 total bu t 
wou ld be some 6 00.000 shy of the 
record set in the 19 36 prima ry . 
The prim ary is strictly a popu ­ 
larity poll. Resu lts are not bind­ 
ing on delegates to the Presidential 
nominating conv ention, althou gh 
they may influ ence leanings. 
Meanwhile, here are the names 
and the political news they made; 
Sen. Robert Taft of Ohio, and 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, North 
Atlantic Treaty (NATO) military 
chief, seemed headed toward a 
possible 
deadlock at the 
GOP 
Presidential nomination conv en­ 
tion in Ju ly . 
Taft generally is conceded to 
hav e abou t twice as many dele­ 
gates as Eisenhower now bu t an 
apparent trend recently is to split

Taft and Form er Gov . Harold 
Stassen of Minnesota, who also 
seek s the GOP nomination, stu mp- 
tou red Illinois all last week .

The Problem 
Sikeston's School Situation 


ED NOTE: This is the first o f a series o f articles o n Sikesto n 
scho o ls which will appear in this newspaper fro m time to 
time. They are written under the directio n o f the public 
relatio ns sub-co mmittee o f the Citizens Adv iso ry Co m­ 
mittee o n educatio n. 


Members of Sik eston’s board of edu cation hav e for some time 
realized that the school sy stem is rapidly approaching a point which 
is close to an emergency situ ation. 
In order to do somethi » g a>Jbu i it .nd be su re that it is fu lly u n­ 
derstood by the citizens of Sik eston, the school board appointed a 
Citizen’s Adv istory Committee on Edu cation. 
This grou p considers its job as being the laison agent between 
the pu blic and the school board. In order to best do its work , 
the 
adv istory committee has been organized into a committee dealing 
with 
all phases of edu cation in Sik eston. 
The fu ll committee and all of its su b-committees hav e already 
begu n to fu nction. 
The Pro blem 
Boiled down to its simplest form, the main problem faced by 
the 
school board and the committee is try ing to maintain and repair 
the 
present bu ildings and plan new ones withou t su fficient fu nds to 
do 
the job. 
Here is how the financial situ ation shapes u p in the Sik eston school 
district. 
In the first place, pu blic schools are su pported by tax es paid 
from v ariou s sou rces in the district bu t mainly from real estate. 
They are paid at the rate of $2.40 per $100 of property 
v aluatio n. 
Voters of the district passed that lev y by an ov erwhelming 
majo rity 
in the recent city and school election. 
The v alu ation of all property in the school district u pon which 
school tax es are paid is abou t $5,500,000, according tc city and cou nty 
records. 
State laws allow school districts to bond themselv es u p to 
fiv e 
per cent of the total v alu ation for bu ilding or other improv ement 
pu rposes. 
T hat means that the Sik eston district cou ld bond itself u p to 
$27 5,000. Howev er, ou tstanding indebtedness for the bu ilding of Lin­ 
coln school and other improv ements in the sy stem of recent y ears 
now stands at $100,000. 
* 
Therefore, the most that the district cou ld possibly 
be bo nded fo r 
at this time is $17 5,000. This amou nt, plu s a probable 
balance o f 
$20,000 in the bu ilding and incidental school fu nd 
leav es a po ssible 
$19 5,000 av ailable for the school board. 
T hat sou nds lik e a lot of money . And it is a lot of money . 
Ho w­ 
ev er, one critical situ ation in addition to badly needed bu ilding repairs 
to schools in the district can eat u p that amou nt. 
That does not ev en tak e into accou nt any new bu ildings. 
It has been estim ated that it will tak e in the neighborhood 
o f 
$300,000 to bu ild a new grade school in the city to reliev e the already 
ov ercrowded condition of ev ery school in Sik eston. 
Discu ssions on the possibility of bu ilding a new high school 
rev ealed 
that it wou ld cost in toe neighborhood of $1,250,000 to 
$1,500,000 at 
this time. Both the school board and the adv isory committee 
hav e 
agreed that su ch a project is ou t of the q u estion for light now. 
Yet, something mu st be done within the nex t two y ears. Su perin­ 
tendent of schools Ly nn Twifty has stated that the schools will be 
critically short of space in that time. 
That, in brief, is ju st a part of the problem facing the school board 
and the adv isory committee. 
Mo re details o n the scho o l situatio n will be giv en in future 
articles in this newspaper. Watch fo r them.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 16 
We went down from San Rafael 
to the beautiful Muir Woods Na­ 
tional Monument, 
a few 
miles 
north of the Golden Gate Bridge 
at San Francisco, very early last 
Sunday 
morning. 
Low-drifting 
clouds obscured part of the hilly, 
winding road and clung about the 
crest of Mount 
Tamalpias, 
the 
“sleeping woman.” But as we drop­ 
ped into the valley of Redwood 
Creek 
a 
brilliant 
sun 
broke 
through to send shafted light slant­ 
ing between the gnarled branches 
of moss-covered live oaks which 
border the parking area. And as 
we stepped from the car, a sym­ 
phony of bird songs greeted us. 
There were bands of the handsome 
varied thrush, brown towhee and 
song and white-crowned sparrows, 
and a western tanager. We won­ 
dered that there were no other cars 
there on such a fine morning; but 
when we left the area some three 
hours later, the parking space was 
filled and the woods were alive 
with people. 
Muir Woods is a 400-acre stand 
of virgin 
redwoods, 
the 
great 
Sequoia sempervirens, which is the 
tallest living thing in the world 
since it grows to an extreme height 
of more ’than 350 feet and age of 
2000 years. This species grows up 
and down the coast from Monterey 
county, south of San 
Francisco, 
northward to the Oregon boun­ 
dary. Unlike the Sequoia gigantea 
or giant redwood which is found 
in Yosemite and Sequoia National 
parks and is largely protected a- 
gaist cutting, the coast redwoods 
are still being harvested for lum­ 
ber even though they are growing 
comparatively rare. 
Once inside the area of the big 
trees we heard few songbirds, al­ 
though now and then a thrush 
slipped through the undergrowth 
of azalea and tall sword fern and 
bracken. A huge oxalis or sheep- 
sorrel grew on the forest floor and 
we found the leaves of the dog­ 
toothed violet and Yerba Buena, 
the fragrant mint which gave San 
Francisco its first name in the 
old Spanish days.

They are w ritten under the direction of the public 
relations sub-com m ittee of the Citizens A dvisory Com ­ 
m ittee on education.

M em bers of Sikeston’s board of education h a v e for some tim e 
realized th at the school system is rapidly approaching a point w hich 
is close to an em ergency situation. 
In order to do somethi K aVou. it <nd be sure th a t it is fully u n ­ 
derstood by the citizens of Sikeston, the school board appointed a 
C itizen’s A dvistory C om m ittee on Education. 
This group considers its job as being the laison agent betw een 
the public «and the school board. In order to best do its w ork, the 
advistory com m ittee has been organized into a com m ittee dealing with 
all phases of education in Sikeston. 
The full com m ittee and all of its sub-com m ittees have alread y 
begun to function. 
The Problem 
Boiled dow n to its sim plest form, the main problem faced by the 
school board and th e com m ittee is trying to m aintain and rep a ir the 
p resen t buildings and plan new ones w ithout sufficient funds to do 
the job. 
H ere is how the financial situation shapes up in the Sikeston school 
district. 
In the first place, public schools are supported by taxes paid 
Horn various sources in th e district but m ainly from real estate. 
T hey are paid at the ra te of $2.40 per $100 of p roperty valuation. 
Voters of the district passed that levy by an overw helm ing m ajority 
in the recent city and school election. 
The v aluation of all property in the school district upon which 
school taxes are paid is about $5,500,000, according tc city and county 
records. 
S tate law s allow school districts to bond them selves up to five 
per cent of the total valuation for building or other im provem ent 
purposes. 
T hat m eans th at the Sikeston district could bond itself up to 
$275,000. H ow ever, outstanding indebtedness for th e building of L in ­ 
coln school and other im provem ents in the system of recent years 
now stands at $100,000. 
* 
T herefore, the most th at the district could possibly be bonded for 
at this tim e is $175,000. This am ount, plus a probable balance of 
$20,000 in the building and incidental school fund leaves a possible 
$195,000 available for th e school board. 
T hat sounds like a lot ot money. And it is a lot of money. H ow ­ 
ever, one critical situation in addition to badly needed building rep airs 
to schools in the district can eat up that am ount. 
T hat does not even ta k e into account any new buildings. 
It has been estim ated th a t it will take in th e neighborhood of 
$309,000 to build a new grad e school in the city to relieve the already 
overcrow ded condition of every school in Sikeston. 
Discussions on the p o s s i b i l i t y of building a new high school revealed 
that it w ould cost in tne neighborhood of $1,250,000 to $1,500,000 at 
this time. Both the school board and the advisory com m ittee have 
agreed that such a project is out of the question for right now. 
Yet, som ething m ust be done within the next tw o years. S u p e rin ­ 
tend« nt of schools Lynn T u itty has stated that the schools will be 
critically short of space in that time. 
T hat, in brief, is just a p art of the problem facing the school board 
and the advisory com m ittee. 
More details on the school situation will be given in future 
articles in this new spaper. Watch for them.

M em bers of Sikeston’s board of education h ive for some tim e 
realized that the school system is rapidly approaching a point w hich 
is close to an em ergency situation. 
In order to do so rn e th i ,, abba 
it and bo sure th at it is fully un­ 
d ersto o d by the citizens of Sikeston, the school board appointed a 
Citizen’s Ad victory Com m ittee on Education. 
This group considers its job as being the laison agent between 
the public and the school board. In order to best do its work, the 
advistory com m ittee has been organized into a com m ittee dealing w ith 
all phases of education in Sikeston. 
The full com m ittee and all of its sub-com m ittees have already 
begun to function. 
The Problem 
Boiled dow n to its sim plest form , the m ain problem faced by the 
school board and the com m ittee is trying to m aintain and repair the 
present buildings and plan new ones w ithout sufficient funds to do 
the job. 
Here is how the financial situation shapes up in the Sikeston school 
district. 
In the first place, public schools are supported by taxes paid 
from various sources in the district but m ainly from real estate. 
They are paid at the rate of $2.40 per $100 of property valuation. 
Voters of the district passed that levy by an overw helm ing m ajority 
in the recent city and school election. 
The valuation of all property in the school district upon which 
school taxes are paid is about $5,500,000, according to city and county 
records. 
S tate law s allow school districts to bond them selves up to five 
per cent of the total valuation for building or other im provem ent 
purposes. 
, 
. 
T hat m eans th a t the Sikeston district could bond itself up to 
$275,000. H ow ever, outstanding indebtedness for the building of L in­ 
coln school and other im provem ents in the system of recent years 
now stands at $100,000. 
• 
T herefore, the most that the district could possibly lie bonded for 
at this tim e is $175,000. This am ount, plus a probable balance of 
$20,000 in the building and incidental school fund leaves a possible 
$195,000 available for the school board. 
T hat sounds lik* a lot of money. And it is a lot of money. H ow ­ 
ever, one critical situation in addition to badly needed building repairs 
to schools in the district can eat up that amount. 
T hat does not even take into account any new’ buildings. 
It has been estim ated that it will take in the neighborhood of 
$300,000 to build a new grade school in the city to relieve the already 
o v e rc ro w d e d condition of every school in Sikeston. 
D iscussions on the possibility of building a new high school revealed 
that it w’ouid cost in the neighborhood of $1,250,000 to $1,500,000 at 
this time. Both the school board and the advisory com m ittee have 
agreed that such a project is out of the question for right now. 
Yet, som ething m ust bt* done w ithin the next two 'e a rs. S uperin­ 
te n d e n t‘of schools Lynn T w iny has 
tated that the schools will be 
critically short of space in that tim e.

Some of them attracted a 
crowd by paiad in g up and down

tumes. Some turned the trick by 
m ounting a goods box and singing 
a song. 
Others, by beating on a drum 
or tooting a horn. Stores would 
be deserted until customer: could 
flock to the scene and satisfy their 
curiosity. 
T he tight rope perform er came 
nearer earning his money than any 
ol the visiting ¿ le n t. He would up- 
pear on the street in regulation 
ciicus tights, followed by all the 
men and boys he passed on the 
way. From his audience he would 
draft helpers he needed for getting 
his rope to the roof of a tw o-story 
store building and getting it strung 
to the roof of a building on the 
i pposite side. 


This, of course, was a labor of 
lover to the helpers, giving them 
a lot of coveted prominence. As 
all this preparation progressed the 
crow d m ultiplied down below. F in ­ 
ally, the big m om ent arrived, as 
the m an in tights appeared at one 
end of the rope, a long balancing 
pole in hand. 
Before starting on his perilous 
journey, how ever, he would re­ 
count some of his thrilling ex p e ri­ 
ences as a m ajo r circus attraction 
and as the first hum an being to 
cross N iagara Falls on a rope.

M uir Woods is a 400-acre stand 
of virgin 
redwoods,

Sequoia sem pervirens, which is the 
tallest living thing in the world 
since it grows to an extrem e height 
of m ore than 350 feet and age of 
2000 years. This species grows up 
and down the coast from M onterey 
county, south of San 
Francisco, 
n o rth w ard to the Oregon b o u n ­ 
dary. U nlike the Sequoia gigantea 
or giant redwood which is found 
in Yosem ite and Sequoia National 
parks and is largely protected a- 
gaist cutting, the coast redwoods 
are still being harvested for lu m ­ 
ber even though they are grow ing 
com paratively rare. 
Once inside the area of the big 
trees we heard few songbirds, a l­ 
though now and then a thrush 
slipped through the undergrow th 
of azalea and tall sw ord fern and 
bracken.

SA N FRAN CISCO . Feb. 16 
We went down from San Rafael 
to the beautiful Muir Woods Na­ 
tional Monument, 
a few 
miles 
north of the Golden Gate Bridge 
at San Francisco, very early last 
Sunday 
morning. 
Low-drifting 
clouds obscured part of the hilly, 
winding road and clung about the 
crest of Mount 
Tamalpias, 
the 
“ sleeping woman.” But as we drop­ 
ped into the valley of Redwood 
Creek 
a 
brilliant 
sun 
broke 
through to send shafted light slant­ 
ing between the gnarled branches 
of moss-covered live oaks which 
border the parking area. And as 
we stepped from the car, a sym­ 
phony of bird songs greeted us. 
There were bands of the handsome 
varied thrush, brown towhee and 
song and white-crowned sparrows, 
and a western tanager. We won­ 
dered that there were no other cars 
there on such a fine morning: but 
when we left the area some three 
hours later, the parking space was 
filled and the woods were alive 
with people. 


Muir Woods is a 400-acre stand 
of virgin 
redwoods, 
the 
great 
Sequoia sempervirens, which is the 
tallest living thing in the world 
since it grows to an extreme height 
of more than 350 feet and age of 
2000 years. This species grows up 
and down the coast from Monterey 
county, south of San 
Francisco, 
northward to the Oregon boun­ 
dary. Unlike the Sequoia gigantea 
or giant redwood which is found 
in Yosemite and Sequoia National 
parks and is largely protected a- 
gaist cutting, the coast redwoods 
are still being harvested for lum­ 
ber even though they are growing 
comparatively rare. 
Once inside the area of the big 
trees we heard few songbirds, al­ 
though now and then a thrush 
slipped through the undergrowth 
of azalea and tall sword fern and 
bracken. A huge oxalis or sheep- 
sorrel grew on the forest floor and 
we found the leaves of the dog­ 
toothed violet and Yerba Buena, 
the fragrant mint which gave San 
Francisco its first name in the 
old Spanish days. 
The sun, by this time, had lifted 
above the steep sides Of the val­ 
ley and 
came 
filtering to us 
through the tree tops far over­ 
head.
